Bnnoh gi'ass, as gray as the siind it 
BeU, dwarf evergreens, nearly black iu 
color, and cnctns, with it few wild flow- 
ers, are almost tho only liolanical cou- 
trlbi;:-''on to tl:e i-liiiiiyiiiy picture. No 
trees grow on tlie deseit. Tliu e.actiis 
family, tho inn.st eccentric ut jjliints, 
midies this region it:i linmc. The first 
to bo seen couiiiig Irnin tin' Ivi.sl is of tho 
variety most familiar to J^asterii hot- 
hooBee, shaped like inittrnH upon e.\- 
tended human hands, thiimbloss, and 
bordered with sharp spines. A oom- 
moner variety in tho desert is of a vine- 
like character, clinging .somewhat closely 
to tho ground imd puttuig forth branches 
fit angles as eccentric us tliowe of the let- 
ters of tho Chiu(!iio alphabet. East of 
Tucson this variety takes to itself a 
trimk or stem as odd in appearance us 
itself, black, l(\ill(\s.s, liranehing much 
like a Btag-horii, mid liruring its vine- 
like bnrdeu upon e;u-l' tiiiuiiiul point. 
The moat singular viu-iety of the cactuif 
grows near Tuchuh, w heii' a j.;rove num- 
bering several liiuulrril iiulividuul plants 
is aeon upon a iiarn n, htony hillside. 
It shoots up round ami stnught like a 
tele^aph jjoIo, lh« largest spcoiiueus 
attaining nearly two fret in cu-ciimfer- 
ence, by twelve to ci^ditren feet iu 
height, often without, Liranehes, but 
generally puiliii;.; I'li'Hi twii sliuotM liku 
/the elbows and rounei liu;; liuk:i of ii 
fltove-pipo. Jt bears upon ilr, uppi-r end 
a small tuft or tlower. Bo great ii din- 
proportion betv.uen stem and liower Ls 
probably found in no othi-r plant. Tlio 
trunk ia coveifd with n-gular roivs of 
warts and spines. 

The Spanish bayonet occupies thou- 
sands of acres and has its simre of ec- 
centricities. When young its long 
tough bayonets point in eveiy direetiou 
as iJ guarding some precious Iruit witli- 
iu its worthless Btuuip. Lutcr all Ijiit 
those pointing upworil and downward 
fall off, leaving a band in its middle, 
giving it the appearance of o smai! bun- 
dle of straw tied tip and ready for the 
harveat wagon. Individuals of tho 
variety send up a shoot from the center 
four or five feet, like a bamboo, bearing 
at the top a pleasing cluster of small 
flowers. — New York Tribtinc.

THE SEATTLE VIGILANCE COM- 
MITTEE. 

. ,,Tlie action of the Seattle people in 
■ taking three murderers from tho gaol 
and. bagging them in thepubiio streets 
at noontide , yesterday is cvidoncu of a 
v^ant pf^ confidence in the , iidministra- 
U 3 3 tjlowttfiifaellft w- , ia the i ki^jiceht terri- 
tory. Many, murders have been com- 
mitted at Seattle within the pist few 
years and but one man has been liang- 
ed there by duo process of lav,-, or by 
any other process, so far as wo can re- 
member. The immunity which the ruf- 
„ lianljr .elements have enjoyed has long 
mado Seattle a choson city of refuge 
for that particular class and law-dis- 
ponsers would appear to bo powerless 
, to check tho evil or bring the wicked 
men to. punishment. Tho crowning 
outrage — tiie last feather which broke 
the patient poople'sback — was thcmur- 
dor and robbery on the public streets 
of a young man at half-past five o'cloc« 
on Tuesday afternoon. The niunlerers 
were captured and taken to gdol wliere 
they rested for tlio night. At noon 
yesterday they wore taken from tho 
gaol and lianged in the ])ublic strcoL-s 
by .a vigilance conuiiittec. After iviirds, 
the nian who took the life of policeman 
: i< SiREB' three months ago,and who await- 
e<l the mockery of a trial, was taken 
from the gaol and hanged, 

Those ovonts call to mind the vigd 
anco committee.", of San Francisco in 
1851 and 1850. Tito law was ]iower- 
lesa. The cit^- government was in the 
hands of an organized gangof cutthroats 
and robbers. Assassination wn.s an al- 
most^ daily occurrence, Houses wcit! 
, , . butored and robbed nightly, ^\'olnon 
were beaten and outragcil. Tliioves 
i, and highwaymen lurk(;(l in every tiark 
alley or plundered unsuspecting vic- 
,, .^tiraa on the public , highways in broad 
daylight. There was no. security for 
; life or property anywhere; . Friends of 
;,','.>- tlie illdoers occupied tho jurybo.x or 
jl^l Bat on the bench. Justice was more 
glj ^hjia blind. She sat with a $50 piece 
|\[pri each eye. In the- midst of the 
Syigerieral disorder and insecurity 
d^ivigilance committees were ^formed". 
They built a fort and created an arse- 
nal aiid an army. They took several 
. S fiiaiefactors from the gaol, hanged thcui 
in the public streets and banishnl ni.iny 
, others. For years afterwards .San 
^'/jl^rancia'co was one of the quietest and 
best gOTerned cities on the continent. 
The Seattleites of to-day find it neccs 
.,aary for 'self-protection to copy tho 
example of the San Franciscans of more 
than a quarter of a century ago. "Our 
~| (^^.laws: are good enough," remarked a 
gentleman from^ .the Sound the other 
*^*datr|^ "'btit'th'iSy^kffe kiinf^^i in force." 
Hbfi^ th'ankfiil wo of British Cohirabia 
^'should be that wo have good laws and 
• . . tliat they are, enforced. There is no 
occasion for vigilance committees in 
this province. In 1878, when 
the McLean boys lost their heads and 
took to the highway, and after tho 
people turned out and captured 
jthem, what happened? They were 
handed over to the authorities, com- 
mitted to gaol, tried in due course, and 
in due time were properly hanged by 
' the due process of law. So much for 
;t,li^ '.possession of a judiciary in whose 
honesty the people repose implicit con- 
fidence.

THE MUNICIPAL DISQUALIFICA- 
TION GASES. 

Before jumping to a conclusion — a 
hahit to which many persons are prone 
— upon tho necessity or non necessity 
of a new election in tlie evenl of I^Iessrs. 
Baker and Wakren l.ieing disqualified 
— itwouldbe wellif certainpersons were 
.■-to study tho sections of the new IMuni- 
cipalities Act that bear upon tho subject. 
We do not propose to discuss tho mat- 
tor of qualification at all. That rests 
with tho judges of the Supreme Court 
before whom the case has been carried. 
But it seems strange any one should 
-asHume that in tho event of the two 
: gentlemen whose right to take their 
p J jSea^inow forms the subject of judicial 
in^fliry being unseated, tho candidates 
having the next highest number of 
votes may legally drop into tlioir places. 
Section 55 of the Act provides that the 
validity of all contested eLjctions shall 
be tried before any judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the province upon the 
presentation of a petition by any voter 
'<iir candidate to the said judge. The 
.. ' Order of the court, it is further stated, 
V| .'Shall be final and conclusive .and may 
/•jicontain all "necessary . direcLion.s for 
•, ; .holdjng 7t6W ckctioiLs or otheriuixfjaa may 
' ■ be requisite." Some imagine that the 
words 'for ptherjvi^e" confer'-) upon the 
judge power |io' order a new election or 
.^peat tho candidate who may have 
'received the ne.xt highest number 
of votes. But they forgot L);at the 
judge sits to ascertain if tiie candidate 
is disqualified or qualified. If the can- 
didate islgundutOT he disqualified the 
judge musb'raake the necessary order 
.tfor holding 'ii iiew: 'elec{i6ii^, .If he is 
found to bo qualified the alternative 
order seating him must, bo made. The 
words "or otherwise " clearly nji[ily to 
an order which may seat him in con- 
tradistinction to an order which may 
unseat him. It docs not place in the 
: judge's hands tiio power of declaring 
', ;^the'^ext highest candidate entitled to 
ii>i tlie.aeat Should any doubt be still 
'.'"'jfelt upon tho subject we would refer 
tbs reader to section 65 of the ;samo 
Act wherein it is provided :

BLAINE And the MONROE doc- 
' TBINE. 

Blaisk's letter of instruction to the 
American minister in London concern- 
ing the protectorate of tho Panama 
Canal, has proved most damaging to 
his own rc|)utation as a diplomat and 
man of letters. It was inopportune; it 
was uncalled for; its arguments were 
weak, and its conclusions impertinent. 
It is simply inconceivable that a man 
of ordinary common sense should con- 
coct such a dispatch. The M^SiROn 
doctrine may 'be dear to tho hearu' of 
Americans, and it may please them to 
bf!ic\e that the 'Eaglo is destined to 
spieiul its protecting wings over this 
entire continent, but tho BuLWF.n- 
Cf..\YtOK,coutract, which declares that 
the Isthmus of Panama shall fit no 
time and under no circumstances be 
under the control of any one powcn-, 
but be open and free for commerce, is 
also dear to the heart luul powerful 
pocket of Great Britiain. Mr. Hi.aink 
sa])iently suggested tliat (.Jrciit Britain 
should allow the United States to break 
this bond of agreemont and hersnlf rc- 
nmin bound by it and fortified hia posi- 
tion by a reminder that Groat Britain 
has shares in the Suez Canal, and the 
United States have a great army. The 
United States have no confidence in 
Great Britain, but Great Britain is 
asked to place implicit confidence in 
tho United States. The British view 
the matter in a diQ'erei\t light; they 
decline to acknowlcdgi; that there is 
any logic in Mr. Blaine's letter, nnd 
even Amecicans are satisfied that, in 
making another bid for the Presiden- 
tial chair ho has playctl the fool ex- 
ceedingly.

And .so 
with other minerals, Tlie wretched 
com|ijtion i)f .our pilling industry is.- 
due' t6' bad orgaliization of tho work; 
Tin; Siboriaii mines, as a rule, are Oov- 
ernmont property, and are worked by 
convict.s, under control of the otlicials. 
No woi'.se .system couhl he invented, 
h'irst, the convicts when thoy arrive are 
good for any thing but hard work. 
Then they hai-e nu interest whatever 
in their work, but just the cpntrarv. 
It requires an army of .soldiers to look 
after the convicts, and the expense of 
that army is enorniouK.

PARSEE ACTORS PLAYING BEFORE BUR- 
MAH'S DESPOT UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

Tho Forfomers Hemoro Their Soots, 

lUomliay Gii:-.ctto. ] 

A coiTcspondent of tho Jumc iJum- 
shea, writing from Blandalay, gives an 
interesting account of dramatic per- 
formances'given in the capital of King 
Theebaw by the . members of the 
Victoria Theatrical Company, of Bom- 
bay. Tho King sent two oflicers to 
receive thorn, and Sheik Moolla Ismail 
Ibrakini, a great contraccor and mer- 
chant of this city, paid them Ra. 12,- 
oOO.the balance of Us. 25,000, forwhich 
they had engaged to give twenty-five 
performances. They visited the Prime 
iNIinister, and made him tho presents 
they had brought with them, and had 
a conversation with the Prime IMinistcr 
Before being admitted into his presence 
they had to tako their boots oil", and 
had to approubh him in the attitude of 
quadrupeds, with thisir baiids resting 
on tho ground. The conversation with 
tho Primo ilinister was carried on 
while they were leaning in that posi- 
tion, and none of them dared look up 
at him. They afterwards accompanied 
him to tho stage erected in the palace. 
It was pronounced to be unfit for the 
company's [mrposes, and by order of 
the King a temporary theatre was 
erected for ilu'in in a convenient 
place in tlu^ cour.-se of twelve days, 
and lighted with gas. A few days 
afterwards the company gave their first 
performances in Hiiidoostane, the 
play beiiiij eiitii led " Sumfoos Sooley- 
man." The KingintPiuledtobopresentat 
tho performance, and special prepar- 
ations had been m.ide for his .Majesty, 
but at 7 p. Hi. iiitiaiation was received 
that it was not considered an auspici- 
ous evouiug for His Majesty to leave 
the palace. An nmusing instance might 
bo given of the deep-rooted prejudice 
regarding good omens among the Bur- 
mese. A few days ago n boat race was 
got up for tho amuscniont of his 
Majesty at a cost of Rs. 'iriOfiQO, of 
which Rs. yO,000 were expended upon 
tho construction of the platform, whence 
his 'jiajediy,'' w'ns^" to .seS the' races. 
Guards of honour 'v\'ore ready to rc- 
coivo his Majesty, and every other pre- 
paration had been completed, but in- 
timation was received at the last 
moment that the time was not auspici- 
ous for his Majesty to leave the palace. 
Tho races wore, bqwover, started, and 
the Ministers and : the people onjoved 
the fun at a cost of H.s. •J,'30,000 to 'tlie 
state. In the same way, as his Majesty 
could not attend the perforniunco by 
the Victoria Theatrical Company on 
the evening which had been set, it was 
witnesiied by the jNIinisters and other.s. 
The King, accompanied by his chief 
Quoem, his stepsister, attended tho per- 
formance given on tho ensuring day. 
A ]ilatfofm fifteen feot high had been 
specially erected for his accommodation. 
On a level five feet lower were placed 
tho members of his bodyguard, and five 
feet lower still were tho Minister and 
officers' of state; ' No ' cllair's were used. 
Their Majesties sat on a rich cri'nson 
velvet carpet nnd cushion.s. All others 
— that is, the IMinisters, the olUcers of 
state, the members of tho body-guard, 
Ac. — knelt down on their hands, which 
rested on the ground, and - they liad to 
remain in this position from tho com- 
mencement of the performance at 7 p.m. 
until it closed at 10 p. m. The 
theatre was surrounded by tho Kinr;'s 
regiments, and a dotaehiiicnt of fifty 
men, under an oflicer, was stationed 
npoii the stage itself.. .A hundred 
copies of a Burmese translation of the 
play had beonprinted at the King's print- 
ing press and distributed among those 
present at the performance. On the 
following day tho play ef " Goolal- 
Bakavlee " was performed in the ])res- 
once of the King and Queen, who sat 
out the whole play, but did not stay 
for the " farce " that followed it. At 
the firgt performarice before the Min- 
isters the actors did not take their 
boots oflT, but had to do so boforo the 
King, as well as to make three obeis- 
ances to his Majesty on coming upon 
and going oil tho stage. No weapon 
was to be carried by the actors, nor 
wore they at liberty to let off crackers 
in the midst of tho exhibition of mechan- 
ical contrivances.

Tho Age for Matrimony. 

If tho year 1879 be taken aa a fair test 
of tho matrimonial habits and oustoms 
of English people, it would appear that 
tho disproporuon in the, age between 
husbands and wives is not very groat, 
and that only in quite exceptional 
cases either sixsuse is old oaougn to be 
the parent of tho othoi-. From the sta- 
tistics of tho Registrar General it seems 
that thoy aro within a lew years' age of 
one anotlier. Thus tho number of men 
who wero thomsolves between 21 and 30 
ar.d who monued wives. lUsb :betwe€n 21 
and 30, is about 70,000, or .very neoily 
half of the total number manied during 
the year. Jlorcover, of the 12,800 men 
who married in tlioii' nonage, hariUy oa 
many aa 400 married women of moru 
than 25 ; while, oven among women, the 
proportion of mmors who matxiea oKl 
men is quite insigiiiUcaat. 

U a rule were iu existence prohibiting 
all marriages between persons' one of 
'\vhom ■\vas old enough to be the parent 
of tbo other, it would not, as it soeme, 
have prevented more than about 1,000 
persons of each sex from making theui- 
selves happy. Drawing a line oven at 
15 years, aud supposing that a disparity 
iu age of lliis amount were a bar to 
matrimony, it is found that about 2,120 
men would have been disqualified from 
maiTyiiig women younger tiian them- 
selves, while 101 "middle-aged " women 
would have been similarly prevented 
from bestowing their hands and hearts 
upon eoinparativoly juvenile cavaliers. 
Turning from the general tables to those 
which toll of the widows aud widowers, it 
will bo found that the latter usually 
reach a tolerably-advanced age bpforu 
they venture for tho second time into 
the hymeneal eoiitract — especially if it 
is with a widow. From ;J5 to 55' is thu 
favorite ago for widowers to marry 
widows ; aud there aro ahno.st the same 
number of bridegrooms found among 
them at each of tho years included in 
these two decades. Those of the ba- 
reaved husbands who marry 8]>inaters 
are, however, much youuger iu their 
geuoratiou, and thoro aro nearly -1,0011 
of them between tho ages of 25 and 85, 
against only SCO who marry witlpwa.
